Montreal Theatre Fire 
Takes At Least 2 Lives 


March 5 (CP) 
A raging early morning fire to- 
day destroyed the old Montreal 

\ Repertory Theatre building, took 
at least two lives,and sent some 
300 persons from an adjoining 
apartment block into the streets. 

Dead are Mrs. Carrie Perkins, 
30, and Mary Mahaffey, age un 
known, who were among 12 occu- 
pants of apartments at the top of 
the three-story theatre building 

Unofficial reports said about 
six persons were unaccounted for 
but police and Red Cross officials 
said thete was no way of check 

* ing Immediately, 

Police said adiscarded ciga- 
rette butt may have caused the 
blaze, discovered about 1.30 a.m. 
The building is ‘at the corner of 
Guy and Sherbrooke Streets 
downtown Montreal, 


IDENTIFIED 

Mrs. Perkins’ body was found 
on a stairway leading down from 
the M.R.T. building apartments. 
She was identified at the morgue 
from her wedding ring, although

The identity of Miss Mahaffey 
was made at the morgue. 

When firemen, answering a 
three-alarm call, arrived at the 
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scéne flames were leaping up the 
brick walls of the theatre build-

Firefighters said some apart 
ment dwellers were leaning from 
windows screaming and one man 
clung from the sill of a third 
story window.

The dramatic story of Britain's notable effort to replace 
merchant ship war losses and hold her position as a seafaring, 
sea-trading power is told in Lloyd's official report on ship- 
building in 1951. 
More merchant tonnage went down the ways of world 
shipyards in 1951 than in any other non-war year since 1921. 
The volume launched in Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland alone was greater than in 
any year since 1930—including even the hectic 
building days of the war years. 

Of ali ‘tonnage jaunched last year, 36 per 
cent was in Great Britain and Northern -Ire- 
land—a total of 1,341,024 gross tons. These 
shipyards lead the world in production
